The Nazis declared attempts to 
lay the British viewpoint before 
the German people by radio and 
underground channels “haven't the 
slightest chance of success.” 

Nazis Receive Letter. 

Many Germans received a form 
letter from Commander Stephen 
King-Hall, English publicist, de- 
nouncing Hitler’s foreign policy 
and predicting catastrophe for Ger- 
many in event of war. At the same 
time British mine workers decided 
to relay a plea to German miners 
to “fight aggression.”

Roads—Or Schools? 


It is tragic that Georgia should be, by every 
indication, faced with the necessity of an early 
choice between schools for her children or 
highways for her people. Yet that this is true 
is revealed by the statement of Governor Riv- 
ers, before educators from all parts of the state, 
in convention here, that he will divert high- 
way money, and any other allocated state 
revenues needed, if such action is necessary to 
keep the schools open. 

There were likewise reports, yesterday, that 
the Governor may immediately impound $4,- 
000,000 in highway funds in order to pay the 
school teachers of the state back salaries still 
due from last spring. 

There can be no question, if the choice 
comes to final showdown, that education for 
the children of Georgia is more important than 
highways, more important than any other func- 
tion of the state, with the possible exception 
of public health. And, in that instance, the 
issue is open to debate. 

Yet, roads are necessary in the cause,of 
education itself, if the youngsters are to at- 
tend the schools provided. Modern changes 
have replaced the little red schoolhouse, to 
which our parents were wont to trudge, with 
the consolidated schools to which our children 
travel by bus. And, if the roads go, how can 
the buses convey the children to schools? 

Georgia today has a system of highways 
which, compared with most other states, needs 
bring no sense of shame to Georgians. Yet it 
is not so many years ago when the mud roads 
of Georgia were a byword all over the land. 
The highway department, under the direction 
of successive highway boards, has done a mag- 
nificent job in lifting Georgia out of the mud. 
Today it is possible to reach practically any 
point of the state without more than a few 
miles travel off the paved highways. 

Yet it is axiomatic the schools must be kept 
open, that teachers competent for their re- 
sponsibility be employed and that those same 
teachers be paid their salaries, without delay 
and without question. If it becomes necessary 
to halt the building, even the maintenance, of 
highways to accomplish this purpose, the sac- 
rifice is hot too great. 

It is absurd that a state such as Georgia 
should provide for a nine-month school term 
and yet not provide the money to pay the 
teachers for half of that term. However, if 
teachers are not paid, there will be no teachers 
available when the time comes for the opening 
of school in September. For no one, no matter 
how altruistic or patriotic, can be expected to 
accept a job without pay. Which is exactly 
what the state will be asking of teachers, this 
fall, unless something is done in the meantime 
to pay the salaries overdue and to make pro- 
vision for the payment of all salaries for the 
1939-40 term of nine months. 

Teachers, at best, are underpaid. Yet, to 
qualify for their positions they have to take 
special college courses and, if they would keep 
themselves acceptable for employment in their 
profession they must, at their own expense, 
return to college frequently, taking the special 
summer courses in pedagogy and all its 
branches. 

Governor Rivers explained the situation, 
simply and succinctly, in his speech of Thurs- 
day. He made the unequivocal statement that, 
unless other means are provided, he will divert 
highway funds in order that the teachers shall 
be paid. 

No man of logic can object to the Governor’s 
position. Roads are essential to modern life, 
but without education modern life cannot con- 
tinue. 

If the choice comes, the decision must be 
for schools first, regardless of the roads.

The Danzig Story 
Two things stand clear in the most recent 
Danzig incident. The first of which recalls that 
line by Shakespeare, “the lady doth protest too 
much, methinks;” the second emphasizes the 
fact that war on the continent is practically 
inevitable so long as millions of men remain 


‘under arms. 


It is evident that reliable information was 
received to the effect that military measures 
were being taken within the Free City of Dan- 
zig. It is almost impossible to doubt the cor- 
rectness of these reports, since it has been dem- 
onstrated in the past that Great Britain and 
France have known of German moves in ad- 
vance. The difference appears to be that this 
information is no longer being suppressed, and 
London and Raris have actually decided Ger- 
many must be made to observe the sanctity of 
treaties. 

The fact that an official German spokesman 
took occasion to deny a putsch had been, or is, 
intended, and that he took cognizance of the 
“talk in London and Paris that Hitler drew 
back in the face of warnings and determination 
of the democracies” is indication enough to 
those familiar with Nazi psychology that Ger- 
many did in fact intend action and was in fact 


. forced to reinforce internal morale because of 


the British and French warnings. It must be 
recalled the strength of these cautions was 
almost unprecedented. ~ 

As to the second element, it must be realized 
that during the last week end it would have 
required only the most simple of incidents to 
have started millions of men on the march into 
a war which could only shake the very founda- 
tions of civilization. If strong words stopped 
any attempt to take Danzig, it was only by the 
grace of God they were not undone by nervous 
men fingering a trigger. And it is inevitable, 
as long as war-strength armed forces are in 
the field, that one day words will be as futile 
as the safeguards of peace so bitterly shattered 
in these last few years. The words of cannon 
can only be refuted by still other cannon. Thus 
the world stands at the brink despite all the 
expressed hopes of mankind, and it is senseless 
to attempt to disguise that fact. Crisis upon 
crisis cannot be faced without taut nerves 
eventually snapping, and it is only honest that 
this reality be faced by all the world. 

There still is time to preserve the peace, but 
that time is speeding to an end. The reward 
that will come to those who can demobilize the 
armies of Europe is the salvation of civilization 
itself. 


Man for the Job 


If important administrative positions in the 
federal government were filled solely on ability 
and special qualification for the task to be 
done, there can be little question but that Boyd 
Fisher, assistant administrator of the Rural 
Electrification Administration, would succeed 
John M,. Carmody, recently resigned as ad- 
ministrator. 

Mr. Fisher has demonstrated throughout the 
nation his particularly valuable gifts for this 
specialized work. After having set up and or- 
ganized the Ohio Relief Commission, he joined 
the REA in the first month of its organization 
and was put in charge of the examining section, 
as director. Later he became director of opera- 
tion supervision and then assistant adminis- 
trator. 

He has been a frequent visitor to Georgia 
and has co-operated thoroughly in all efforts 
for rural electrification in this state. It is 
Significant that Georgia today stands sixth 
among all the states in the total of allotments 
through the REA, with $11,391,575, providing 
for construction of 11,689 miles of line by 35 
individual co-operative organizations. ‘This ac- 
tivity has brought electricity to 50,000 rural 
customers.

SIX YEARS OF C. C. C. ; 
(From the Louisville Courier-Journal) 

The fiscal year just ended brought to a close 
the sixth year of the Civilian Conservation Corps 
and revealed the marvelous achievements of that 
organization in the brief period of its existence; 
Statistics ordinarily are dry and uninteresting, 
but not the statistics of the C. C. C. as given out 
by Robert Fechner, director of the human and 
natural conservation work, in his report covering 
the entire period. 

Mr. Fechner says nothing of the conservation 
of human resources, of the effects of the outdoor 
life and discipline on the lives of millions of boys 
and young men who were taken off the streets 
and given wholesome employment. He confines 
himself to what these boys and young men have 
done in the various camps throughout the coun- 
try. He deals largely in figures, and his figures 
speak for themselves. Here are a few: 

Ip the six-year period the C. C. C. workers 
have planted 1,741,000,000 trees in reforesting 
waste land and in protecting land from erosion; 
they have assisted in conserving soil resources on 
13,000,000 acres of farm and grazing land; “they 
have helped farmers in all sections of the country 
to control gullies, construct terraces, plant trees 
and do many other kinds of work which aid soil 
fixation?’ by fighting fires they have saved mil- 
lions of acres of forests; they have built roads, 
bridges and beautiful state and national parks. 
In every phase of conservation they have labored.

If the mea 
packers had to survive on the trade from the steak and mushroom 
customers they would go out of business—and very rapidly.

When one considers that these figures 
are primarily from the urban centers, and further that the urba 
population of the south (10,028.834 census of 1930) is about th 
same as the urban population of New York state (10,521,952 census) 
of 1930), a comparison is well in order. 

The comparison shows that New York’s food bill for her urba 
population of approximately ten and a half million people was 
$1,304,169,000. 

In other words the government reports demonstrate that th 
urban population of New York state is about that of the south’ 
urban population and that their food bills are about the same. 

Now, what does the south eat? Many in the industrial secto 
and on tenant and sharecropper farms eat the three M’s—mea 
meal and molasses. That’s correct. Many do. The fare in a 
other industrial section is as bad. The southern food facts are these 

More than 525 millions of dollars were spent in modern gro : 
stores (where meats are not sold) for the same delicious foods found 
throughout the United States. 

_To those grocery stores with fresh meat departments went 54 
millions of dollars. To meat markets (where groceries are not sold) 
went more than 32 millions. The dairies, fruit stores, seafooc 
markets, poultry and egg markets, bakeries, delicatessens, general 
stores with food departments and tood shops, went 276 millions.

Nobody wants to take a lot of 
huffpuff exercise in this weather 
...* and if it comes to a choice 
between that and losing your fig- 
ure, you'll just lose your figure! 

And where will you lose it? 
Well, the first place will be the 
waistline. You’ll get a roll about 
the midriff that is just as much 
help to your looks as the mumps. 
It doesn’t take long for this to 
happen in the summer. The heat 
takes all the starch out of you... 
your capacity for inertia is in- 
creased . and you sit and 
settle. 

And. the pity of it is that the 
exercise that keeps your midriff 
nice and trim isn’t the huffpuff 
kind at all.

It’s a smart idea to get your 
stretching in the first thing in the 
morning before the mercury 
climbs too high and plays havoc 
with your vitality.

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Railway Surgeon Plays Important 
Part in the Drama of the Rails 


Maintaining Health of Employes, Preventing Acaidents 
and Standing By for Any Emergency Are Only Few 
. Of His Important Duties. — 


By LUKE GREEN. 
Sharing little of the spotlight in 
the throbbing drama of the Ameri- 
can railroad is a man who is as 
watchful of the safety of passen-/[ 
gers as the engineer who grips his 
throttle and peers from his cab 
window at the onward-stretching 
rails in front of him. 

There have been many stories of 
engineers who have sent their 
powerful locomotives grinding 
over the rails for periods of 30 and 
40 and maybe 50 years. There have 
been stories about veteran con- 
ductors and flagmen who. have 
watched the gradual growth of the 
railroad, helped to nurse it through 
its sick years and have finally 
re: ched the end of their service. 

This is the story of the “forgot- 
ten man”—the railway surgeon. 

35 Years at Post, 


Dr. J. R. Garner, chief surgeon 
of the Atlanta & West Point rail- 
road, is one of those men. For 35 
years he has been in this work. He 
has been‘a chief surgeon since the 
World War. 


Every railroad has its own phy- 
sicians. There was a time when 
they were referred to as “wreck 
doctors,” but that day is fast pass- 
ing. 

Usually there is a chief surgeon 
located at headquarters of the rail- 
road. He may or may not devote 
his entire time to the work. On his 
staff are physicians at virtually 
every important city along the 
railroad line who are called upon 
in case of emergency. 

Reviewing the history-of the 
railway surgeon, Dr. Garner ex- 
plained there was a time when the 
railroads looked upon such a phy- 
sician much as you would regard 
a wart on your nose. He was some- 
thing you had to have but didn’t 
particularly want. 

Those were the days when the 
railway surgeon spent most of his 
time amputating arms and legs.

A senate committee squelched to- 
day a Republican proposal for a 
constitutional amendment which 


would prevent any President from 
running for re-election. 

Senator Wiley, Republican, Wis- 
consin, offered the amendment 
which would simply bar anyone 
who has served as President or 
vice president from filling those 
offices again. It was turned down 
by the senate judiciary commit- 
tee, 10 to 2, receiving only the 
votes of its author and of Senator 
Van Nuys, Democrat, Indiana, who 
has engaged in many controver- 
sies with the administration. 

The committee divided 7 to 7, 
however, on a proposal advanced 
by Senator Burke, Democrat, Ne- 
braska, for an amendment limiting 
a President to a single, six-year 
term. A tie vote means defeat. 

Burke Interprets Act. 

Although some senators took the 
view beforehand that a vote for 
the Burke amendment might be
